was interrupted, by the unexpected re- 
turn of the set-rant, Delphine Hoarbe. 
Hastily concealing himself tbe mur- 
derer of Baroness D'Ellard resolved to 
commit another murder in order bo in- 
sure his escape xvith the booty, and to 
provide ngainst bia detection. lie al- 
lowed Delphine to enter the kitchen 
where, it being1 already dark, she rc- 
solred to light the lump without as yet 
having1 her suspicions aroused as to 
there being anything wrong about the 
D'Ellard apartment. When tlie lamp 
was lig-hted Delpjjine proceeded, carry- 
ing it in her hand, to her mipstress1 
room, ivhen suddenly the lamp was 
knocked out of lier grasp and she was 
seized from, behind by the assassin, 
who at tVie sama time stabbed her in 
the breast and hastily withdrawing his 
murderous blade from the wound thus 
inflicted, he cut the poor girl's throat 
as she struggled desperately to free 
herself. 


la her bntlte for life Delphine suc-
